Awards 


General  Awards  are  selected  by  the  jury  on  the  basis  of  quality 
regardless  of  style  or  medium.  The  jury  is  authorized  to  give 
an  award  of  $1,000  for  Best  of  Show,  two  First  Awards  of  $500, 
three  Second  Awards  of  $250,  and  four  Third  Awards  of  $150. 
The  jury  also  presents  the  Israel  Abramofsky  Award  of  the 
Temple-Congregation  Shomer  Emunim  of  $500  for  an 
outstanding  entry  in  any  medium;  the  Molly  Morpeth  Canaday 
Award  of  $350  for  an  outstanding  painting;  the  Toledo  Area 
Glass  Guild's  Dominic  Labino  Memorial  Award  of  $250  for 
excellence  in  glass;  the  Northwestern  Ohio  Watercolor  Society 
Award  of  $150;  the  Toledo  Friends  of  Photography  Award  of 
$100  for  excellence  in  photography;  the  Roulet  Medal  for 
excellence  in  painting,  graphics  or  sculpture;  the  Owens- 
Corning  Purchase  Award,  and  the  Federation  Purchase  Award. 

Federation  Purchase  Awards  are  selected  by  the  Purchase 
Awards  Committee  of  the  Toledo  Federation  of  Art  Societies 
which  consists  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Permanent  Collection 
Committee  and  Federation  officers.  Purchase  awards  are 
added  to  the  collection  of  the  Toledo  Federation  of  Art 
Societies.  Loans  of  work  from  the  permanent  collection  are 
made  to  civic  organizations  upon  request. 


Special  Award 


The  Annual  Special  Award  Committee  presents  a  certificate  of 
commendation  to  an  individual  or  an  organization  who  in  the 
past  years  has  shown  unparalleled  support  and  outstanding 
service  to  the  arts  in  the  Toledo  community.  This  year  the 
Toledo  Federation  of  Arts  Societies  has  chosen  to  honor  Jim 
Brower,  one  of  its  former  presidents  and  a  graphic  designer  and 
illustrator  for  nearly  sixty  years.  He  has  received  gold  medals 
from  the  Ohio  Watercolor  Society  and  the  Georgia  Watercolor 
Society,  as  well  as  awards  from  the  San  Diego  International 
Exhibition,  the  National  Watercolor  Society,  and  National 
Watercolor  Oklahoma. 

Jim  is  a  board  member  of  the  Ohio  Watercolor  Society,  a 
signature  member  of  the  Kentucky  and  the  National 
Watercolor  Societies,  an  associate  member  of  the  Midwest  and 
Georgia  Watercolor  Societies  and  a  past  president  of  the 
Northwestern  Ohio  Watercolor  Society. 


Adam  Grant,  1920-1992 
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Leaving  a  remarkably  indelible  impression  upon  the  whole  of 
the  Toledo  art  community,  Adam  Grant  left  a  trailblazing 
legacy  in  his  wake.  His  was  a  talent  that  transformed  a  craft 
into  a  consuming  passion;  witness  his  34  years  of  participation 
in  the  Toledo  Area  Artists  exhibition. 

We  stood  reassured  by  his  presence  and  enlightened  by  his 
work.  Adam's  figure  studies  are  windows  to  a  world  where  the 
body's  form  and  function  become  inextricably,  but  wonder- 
fully entwined. 

In  cooperation  with  The  Toledo  Museum  of  Art,  Peggy  Grant 
has  established  a  memorial  fund  in  her  late  husband's  name  to 
assist  developing  artists. 


Athena  Art  Society  90th 
Anniversary  Exhibition 


The  day  after  the  opening  of  the  Toledo  Museum  of  Art  in 
1903,  a  group  of  eighteen  Toledo  women  met  in  the  studio 
of  Nina  Spalding  Stevens,  wife  of  the  Museum's  first 
director  George  Stevens,  to  form  The  Athena  to  "assist  and 
encourage  women  engaged  in  all  branches  of  Fine  and 
Industrial  Arts."  Named  for  the  goddess  of  wisdom  and  the 
arts  in  Greek  mythology,  the  group  held  its  first  juried 
exhibition  at  the  Museum  in  December  of  that  first  year. 

Under  the  presidency  of  Mrs.  Stevens,  the  society  had  fifty- 
nine  charter  members  who  paid  dues  of  fifty  cents  annually. 
They  held  sketching  sessions  twice  a  week  and  monthly 
social  evenings  where  they  showed  their  art  work,  gave 
readings  and  performed  musical  selections. 

In  1917,  Athena  co-founded  the  Toledo  Federation  of  Art 
Societies  whose  juried  May  Show  continues  to  be  held 
annually  and  is  now  recognized  as  the  Toledo  Area  Artists 
exhibition.  The  Athena  Art  Fund  was  established  in  1967  to 
aid  women  artists  in  their  studies  or  careers.  Today,  the 
Athena  Art  Society  numbers  fifty-seven  women,  all  produc- 
tive visual  artists  working  in  the  Toledo  Area.
